OFF QUARTER 
OF WAR DEBT 


Means Much to Country Says 
Dr, Tolmie 


If a ecientific type of farming was ad- 
opted in Canada and more careful con- 
sideration given to the lve lock, the 
country would be able to produce enough 
in one year to pay off at leastomequarter 
of it's war debt. Such was the statement 
made by Dr. 8. F. Telmte, federal minbiter 
of agriculture, in an address which he 
guve in the Red Triangle hut.on Wednes- 
day evening before a gathering of mem- 
bers of the Canadian club. 

Dr. Tolmie expressed himself as belng 
strongly in favor of the great work which 
is at present being carried on at the ex- 
perimental farms. He remarked that the 
farmers in this country could gain from 
five to ten eper cent. more by cultivating 
their land in a more ectentific way. The 
speaker further added that a much higher 
class’ of @ows, sheep, pigs, aud poultry 
was being raised in Bugtand and Scot- 
land alone, than in all the world put to- 
gether. The agticultural investment in 
Canada, he concluded, amounted ta more 
than seven billion dollars, and that this 
wes without @ doubt, the chief resource 
of the country. : 

Premier Chas. Stewart and James Doub- 
lea, M.P. of Strathcona constitueacy, each 
gave a sbort but interesting address and 
each complimented Dr. Tolmie on the at- 
titude he bad taken as well as endorsing 
what be had said. Mr. Douglas brought 
out the fact that Dr. Tolmie was born 
in Britieah Columbla, and that he was a 
real westerner.

Sugar Prices. 

Edmonton people do not feel 
that they are being specially fav- 
ored by anyone when they are 
allowed to buy sugar at twenty 
three cents per pound. They have 


a notion that they are paying for| 


what they are getting, and owe 
thanks to nobody. It is curious, 
therefore ,to read in a recent is- 
sue of the Manchester Guardian 
that ‘‘as the day approaches for 
the periodical review of the sugar 
prices it seems almost certain 
that the Royal Commission will 
announce a further advance of 
making the retail 
price one shilling and six pence 
per pound, A month ago it was 


sstated that the economic price was 


one shilling and nine pence, and 
that the Commission were only 
able to distribute it at one shill- 
ing and four pence because of its 
favourable contracts.’’ The Guard- 
ian adds: ‘‘By this time everyone 
is familiar with the causes of the 
present high prices.’’ So familiar, 
that the Guardian does not recite 
them, 

Edmonton is as far from the 
West Indies, where most of the 
sugar comes from as England is. 
Sugar from the West Indies is 
taken to England by’water. Sugar 
from the West Indies is brought to 
an Atlantic port by ship, trans- 
shipped to trains and brought 
across the continent to Edmonton. 
Yet sugar sells in Edmonton for 
twenty three cents per pound, 
while in England they have been 
paying thirty three cents per 
pound and are expecting to pay 
thirty seven cents per pound. 

There is some room in this to 
doubt whether it is a fact that 
everyone in England is ’’familiar 
with the causes of the present high 
prices’’ pravailing there. 

There is ground even to suspect 
that the Royal Commission may 
not be as efficient a purchasing 
and distributing agency as it is 
supposed to be. The commission 
can not, it seems, buy sugar, take 
it to England by water ,and re- 
tail it there without charging 
fifty per cent more for it .than 
private interests charge for sugar 
they buy in the same part of the 
world and haul across the contin- 
ent to Edmonton, England might 
get sugar cheaper if it abolished the 
Royal Commission and allowed the 
British importer to get back into 
the business in his traditionally 
efficient way. 


Mis-Directed Humor, 

People who believe in prohibi- 
tion may well take note of a 
warning pronounced by Bishop 
Fallon of London, who is not a 
prohibitionist, as to the danger of 
allowing prohibitory laws to be 
violated with impunity. This, the 
Bishop very properly points out, 
makes for bringing all law into 
contempt. 

It does that; and people who 
helped to put the prohibitionary 
enactments on the statute books 
of Canada are largely responsible 
for cultivating the notion that in- 
fraction of the liquor laws is not 
a serious matter.

It imperils both prohi- 
bition and the popular respect for 
law generally. It is possible to 
ridicule a law into impotence, and 
when that is done the public opin- 
ion that makes for the enforce- 
ment of other laws is weakened. 

Prohibition was not demanded 
by the people of this and the other 


designed to provide amusement by 
placing the drinker in an embar- 
rassing position. It was demand- 
ed as a measure of public policy 
that would reduce crime, mitigate 
hardship on the part of thousands 
of wives, and children, and effect 
a saving of human life, energy and 
wealth. It has done all that, and 
to a degree that could hardly have 
been hoped for. 

But the law is not being helped 
a bit in the’ rendering of this 
service by the frivolous manner 
in which infractions of it are 
treated. The boot-legger and the 
dope doctor are not the worst 
enemies of prohibition, nor the 
ones who can turn it into a farce. 
What hampers the law, to some 
extent threatens its break-down, 
is the popular disposition to re- 
gard it, and to speak of violations 
of it, as matters of small moment 
or of amusement. If prohibition- 
ists mean what they voted for they 
should ‘‘eut the comedy’’ abcut 
the priscription seller, and the 
supply in the cellar, and stand 
steadily for the enforcement of 
the law as something worth while 
and in the nature of a serious duty 
on the part of the law officials.

The French figures do indeed show 
wonderful progress. I’or tad indus-| 
trial department of the Meurthe and| 
Moselle 80 per cent. of the pre-war) 
factories and establishments are again | 
at work. In the Ardennes and Nord 
the proportion is 78 per cent, and in 
the Lille district it has risen as high 
as 84 per cent. In all departments 
out of 3,700 industrial establishments, 
2,810, or over 75 per cent were again 
partially or completely at work on 
June 1, 1920. 

‘Ae greatest drawback to full re- 
covery has been the shortage of la- 
bor owing to the enormous migration 
caused by the war from these dis- 
trictg and also the logg of life among 
the male population in the war. Of 
706,823 workers employed before the 
war, only 40 per cent, or 284,785 ‘aave 
returned, With each month, however, 
as the buildings are being erected 
and the machinery replaced, more 
and more are returning and the rate 
of recovery is shown by the fact that 
ear ago factories were employing 
only 9.7 per cent., of taeir workmen. 
By January this year the figure had 
rigen to 28.8 per cent., and by April 
ist to 35.2 per cent. 

In the Nord department the figure 
of those employed has rigen to over 
47 per cent., and in the textile in- 
dustries of the Lille district’ the 
figure is much Higher. There, though 
machinery was destroyed or removed 
by the invaders with the avowed in- 
tention of ruining the district ag a 
rival to Germany ,the buildings were 
not destroyed by shellfire, and it has 
been possible to get to work more 
quickly. In Lille itself the propor- 
tion of those employed in tne textile 
industry has risen to 62.8 \per cent. 
of what it was before the war, and

Warsaw, July 6—(Associated 
Press)—Along a front of approxi- 
mately 720 miles, the Russian 
Bolsheviki have launched = the 
greatest attack they have ever 
hurled against the Polish lines, 
On the northern and = southern 
flatiks the Poles are retiring in 
face of superior encmy forces, the 
attack on the northern sector 
being the most severe of the 
struggle on this front. 

Faced with the necessity of 
shortening their line, the Poles 
have begun 3 withdrawal at all 
points. 

The Bolsheviki offensive is 
heaviest on the northern sectors 
of the front, and it is not known 
here to what extent the Poles 
have been forced to retreat, 
Northeast of Rovno, the Bolshe- 
vikji have advanced, cutting the 
railroad to Kovel. Gencral Bad- 
deny continnes his raids in this 
region, 

Severe fighting is going on 
along the right Mank of the Pol- 
ish jine and also on the Beresina 
front, where the Soviet army has 
brought up large reinforcements.

therein several exhibits, outside the| » 


commercial ones, which are well 
worth any necessary increased ex- 
penditure of labor in getting to view 
them. These are agricultural, horti- 
cultural and previncial Agricultural 
schoolg displays. ‘ 

The exhibits ehow remarkable im- 
provement over former years. Despite 
tae fact that the fair is earlier this 
year, the products are much further 
advanced than they were at the ex- 
hibition last year, which was held a 
week later. This is a good omen and 
one of the best recommendations taat 
scientific farming could obtain. There 
are-shown samples of rye grades, 4ft. 
éin. in height; grown grase 4 feet, 
Clover 2 feet and alsack clover 2 feet. 
Some beautiful and almost unbeliev- 
ably large heads of lettuce are on 
view, while one stalk of rhubarb 
meaaures 8 ft 6 inch, Timothy is well 
advanced and judging from the sam- 
ples is almost ready to cut. ‘The 
tireshed grain is a pleasure to look 
upon and is decidedly superior to that 
shown in recent years. Another proof 
that more head work is being used in 
farming today is the remarkable state 
of preservation of the old potatoes. 
There is an exhibit by one © farmer 
which takes up @ space 3 x 4 feet in 
whien are included many vegetables 
and other farm products, ali of which 
are in an advanced state of maturity 
and all of which were grown outside, 
—bar the tymatoes, which are from a 


frame. 
Pot Plaots 

There are a number of pot plants 
on view the most beautiful of them 
being gerantums bota single and 
double. One of the best displays 
comes from a farm about nine miles 
from the city, 

The fruit exhibits are not very nu- 
merous, but what they lack in quan- 
tity they make up !n quality, only 
one entry of strawberries was shown 
But such delicioug perries they were. 
Certainly no strawbé@rriee in the world 
had a more paletable taste taan 
those contained In that one little box. 

There are many red currants of 
superior quality which should be ripe 
in about two weeks, Many white and 
black currants of equally good quali- 
ty are on exhibition. 

Agricultural Schools 

The provincial government agricul- 
tural school’s exhtbit ie very credit- 
able and is indeed probably the best 
advertisement these institutions could 
have. There is a reproduction in min- 
lature on @ scale of 1-4 inch to one 
foot, of the new Agricuttural schools 
at Raymond, Gielonen and Youngs- 
town. The buildings, to which are at- 
tached half section farms, are tho- 
agughly modern and up-to-date in 
every respect.
